SUBJECT: TOUR D' HORIZON WITH NORWEGIAN AMBASSADOR 

IN MEETING REQUESTED BY NORWEGIAN AMBASSADOR GUNNENG, UNDER 
SECRETARY FOR POLITICAL AFFAIRS MADE FOLLOWING POINTS: 

INDOCHINA. WE ARE STILL SPENDING A GREAT DEAL OE TIME ON 
INDOCHINA ALTHOUGH CONDITIONS HAVE IMPROVED CONSIDERABLY AND 
FIGHTING HAS BEEN VERY MUCH REDUCED. IN VIET- NAM WE HOPE 
THAT THE INTER- VIETNAMESE POLITICAL TALKS WILL GET DOWN TO 
BUSINESS. THE PRG DOES NOT APPEAR TO BE ENTHUSIASTIC ABOUT 
ELECTIONS, PROBABLY BECAUSE OF DOUBT OVER LIKELY OUTCOME. 

IN LAOS THE AGREEMENT TO EORM A GOVERNMENT INCLUDING 
ALL ELEMENTS, AFTER WHICH OUTSIDE FORCES WOULD LEAVE WITH- 
IN SIXTY DAYS, HAS NOT YET BEEN POSSIBLE. NORTH VIET- NAM' S 
RELUCTANCE TO LEAVE LAOS APPEARS TO BE THE LARGEST STUMBL- 
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ING BLOCK. 

IN CAMBODIA THE GOVERNMENT FORCES ARE WELL ARMED BUT NEED 
FIRMER DIRECTION. THE KEY TO THE PROBLEM IS THE PRESENCE 
OR ABSENCE OF THE NORTH VIETNAMESE, WHO ARE WARRIORS 
FUNCTIONING IN A COMMUNIST SYSTEM THAT IMPOSES A HARD 
DISCIPLINE THEY ARE WILLING TO ACCEPT. THE SOVIETS MAY BE 
CHANGING THEIR ATTITUDE SOMEWHAT TOWARD THE LON NOL 



GOVERNMENT. THE CHINESE, WHILE SUPPORTING SIHANOUK, WOULD 
PROBABLY BE GLAD TO SEE A PERIOD OE RELATIVE PEACE BASED 
ON SOME SORT OF COMPROMISE. 

BREZHNEV VISIT. WHILE WE DO NOT HAVE ANY DETAILS YET, 

THE VISIT HAS BEEN ENVISAGED FOR SOME TIME AND IS THE 
NATURAL RESULT OF THE PRESIDENT' S VISIT TO MOSCOW. WE HAVE 
MANY ISSUES THAT WE FEEL SHOULD BE REVIEWED FROM TIME TO 
TIME. THESE INCLUDE PROBLEMS RELATED TO SALT, MBFR AND 
CSCE AS WELL AS OTHER MATTERS. WE HAVE CONTINUING WORRIES 
OVER THE MIDDLE EAST AND WE HAVE BILATERAL PROBLEMS TO 
DISCUSS WITH THE SOVIETS. 

YEAR OF EUROPE. THIS WILL BE A BUSY YEAR IN WHICH THE 
PRESIDENT HOPES TO GO TO EUROPE IN THE FALL. WE HAVE 
NO FIXED IDEAS ABOUT OUR FUTURE RELATIONSHIP WITH EUROPE 
AND WE ARE LOOKING FORWARD TO AN EXCHANGE OF VIEWS WITH 
OUR FRIENDS. WE HOPE THAT FRIENDLY GOVERNMENTS LIKE 
NORWAY WILL FREELY EXPRESS THEIR IDEAS. THIS WILL BE A 
PERIOD OF INTENSE EXCHANGE AND THOUGHT IN WHICH JAPAN 
WILL PARTICIPATE. 

STILL LARGELY UNKNOWN IS THE FUTURE COURSE OF OUR RE- 
LATIONS WITH CHINA. PEACE IN INDOCHINA WILL HAVE A 
BENEFICIAL EFFECT ON ALL OUR RELATIONS. ROGERS 
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
